OPENING THE NATIONAL AIRWAYS. 
The historian of commercial aviation 
will make a red-letter day ofthe 
establishment of two‘ airways \ under 
the Air Commerce act of 1926, by 
President Cootipcr on Friday. On May 
20 President Coorincs signed the Air 
Commerce act.: It directs the Secretary 
of Commerce “ to encourage the estab- 
“lishment of airports, civil airways 
“and other navigation -facilities,” to 
consult the Secretary of Agriculture 
about a “ necessary meteorological ser- 
vice,” and “to study. the possibilities 
“for the development of air com- 
“merce and the. aeronautical industry 
“and trade in the United States.” 
What the President has done to 
launch commercial aviation was au- 
thorized. by. Section 5, entitled “ Aids 
to Air Navigation.” Whenever the 
Postmaster General and the Secretary 
of Commerce agree that alrways under 
the jurisdiction of the Postmaster 
General, “ together with all emergency 
** landing field and othe? air néviga- 
“ tion facilities’ (except airporta and 
“terminal landing fields),"" should be 
used for the development of commer- 
cial aviation,.a transfer shall be made 
to the Secretary of Commerce “ under 
“ arrangements subject to‘anproval by 
“the President.” The Secretary is 
authorized “ to establish, operate and

POLAND’S PART; 

‘On the 1st of Augést, 1920, there 
appeared in. a New York newspaper 
an article by one of America’s fore- 
most war correspondents, “ The Col- 
“lapse of Poland Is a Great Bolshevist 
“Triumph.” He spoke of the crushing 
of Poland by the Bolsheyist forces as 
if it weré an accomplished fact. Here 
is his picture of Europe six years ago: 

The Bolshevists'have struck Poland 
down, and there is nothing left in 
their pathway in Europe. Germany 
‘Hes open to them, -and no one can 
mistake the fact there are in 
Germany conditions «which offer the 
-very finest field for Bolshevist ace 
tivity. 

Central .Europe, a: mass of insig- 
nificant and indefensible States suf- 
fering from economic prostration and 
something approaching starvation, 
lies just beyond the western border 
of Poland. No fairer. opportunity 
beckoned-'the French Revolution, 
‘after the initial repulse of the in- 
vaders at Valmy, than now lies 
_Bpread before the Bolshevists. 


This is quoted not to discredit such 
Writing of history before the fact, but 
to remind ourselves of what might 
have. been if, by a seeming /miracle 
of heroic resistance on. that fateful 
Sunday, the Red tide had not been 
turned back. 

On the 14th of ahaa, 1920, an 
Associated Press dispatch’from War- |: 
saw stated that there was scarcely an} 
American left in Warsaw, except a few 
relief workers and newspaper corre- 
spondents. When the-day of threat- 
ened destruction was turned into one of 
salvation, at least one American re- 
mained to. witness and to. record his 
testimony not only’ as to the valor of 
the Poles: as they fought first outside 
of Warsaw, but as to the passionate 
faith of those who, unable to fight, re- 
mained in-the city to pray. It -ts a 
day’ which the Poles have reason to 
Celebrate, as they did yesterday in 
Warsaw. When it is rémembered 
that. even the ‘residents of Russian 
origin joined in the resistance and 
under: the. leadership of the famous 
Russian novelist, Dmirrr MeREJKOW- 
Ski, cried “Go forward, Poland!” it is 
to be regretted that the Russian ca- 
thedral in Warsaw should have been 
razed. and its site converted into a 
parade ground. But the. tolerance of 
the Poles is not equal to their bravery 
of spirit. Moreover, the memories of 
their sufferings and losses are still too 
vivid to let them be as generous. as 
we are disposed to be at this distance. 

On the sixth anniversary of that 
memorable month Poland makes 
prompt payment of interest on her 
debt to America; she takes steps to 
stabilize. her money; sre shows. in- 
come in excess of expenditure; she 
accepts the declaration’ of her leader, 
uttered in 1920 and renewed with san- 
guinary accent in» May, 1926, that 
Poland “can have but one policy, that 


of honesty,” and she stands with the 


Baltic States as a wall athwart the 
westward “ pathway” of Bolshevism.

_ Fortunately, ‘the commission has 
made the- provision that’ when the 
desired furnishings “ cannot be reason- 
ably secured in this country” they 
may. be purchased abroad. It is to be 


hoped that this interpretation of “ rea-- 


sonable” will be sufficiently broad. to 
permit the erchitects: and decorators 
of our new buildings abroad to buy 
the best and most suitable furniture 
and materials regardless of whether 
they bear the trade-mark’ “Made in 
U. 8S. A.” There need be Ro. discrim- 
ination against any Ateriéan, pro- 
ducers, but. unless these can offer 
goods comparable to those obtainable 
elsewhere, fhey should ‘suffer the

The 
regulations prohibit parking from 7 to 
10.A. M) and from 4 to\7-P. M.\on the 
principal - downtown thoroughfares, 
Street cars and other vehicles—buses, 
taxis, private autos and business cars— 
‘now move’ with greater speed and free- 
dom.than during any other time of day, 

‘The reason.is clear.. There is mote 
roadway space for all vehicular traffic 
with two additional lanes of travel 
available in the overcrowded midtown 
and downtown sections. 

The spacing of street cars is also 
better than formierly during the periods 
when parking is prohibited, since other 
vehicles, given these two additional 
lanes, aré not constantly crowding onto 
the tracks. « 

Furthermore, the safety of pedes- 
trians is increased by the new regula- 
tions, No longer is the vision of @ per- 
son about to cross the street obstructed 
by a line of parked cars. .. 

These are practical benefits resulting 
from the restriction of parking. It 
may be annoying, as we Have recently 
béen told, for one accustomed to be 
driven down Fifth Avenue daily in a 
limousine to be deprived of the Privi- 
lege of blocking traffic with one’s car 
while one shops; neverthel a few 
of people have. been the 
gainers. : 

Just one more point: Any one who 
seriously proposes as a.remedy for con- 
gestion that the time in which a car 
may be parked be limited to one hour 
or any other periad knows very’ ‘little 
about traffic.

Problems of Inflation.

cause of the fact that France has not 
got down to bedrock in her determina- 
tion to suffer relapses in all forms of 
business. This is a natural consequence 
of-a return to the gold‘basis after a 
long period’ with printing-press cur- 
rency. Germany rightfully claims that 
she is the most proficient teacher and 
knows ‘what fundamentals must be ad- 
hered toin order to readjust the cur 
rency. his she knows from experi- 
ence. It is the opinion of German fi- 
nanciers that France has not shown 
willingness to cut deep enough to re- 
move the cancer of inflation. 

Coal Problem to Count. 


The arbitration court must be called 
upon to séttle the question of the rep- 
arations coal prices on ‘delivery from 
the Ruhr to France, according to the 
opinion expressed in Getman political 
and financial circles. The 
France is obliged to pay higher prices 
for coal charged against deliveries in 
kind than individual French purchasers 
is directly caused by the English min- 
ers’ strike and@ is likely to prove a 
mere-passing matter, it is argued: Ac- 
cording to thé-veparations agreement, 
France is obliged to pay Germany the 
same price for delivered coal as pre- 
vails at British pit-heads.
